For 
it is Gods commandement that 
wee ſhould ioyntly kgepe faith 
and ood confcience. Anditisa 
common offenceto Atheiſts, Pa. 
piſts, worldlings, that fuch as 
prerend faith faile in the righte- 
ouſncſſe of good conſcience, 
Some it may be, will ſay, that it 
ſhall faffice for them to c.ll vp- 
on God when they are dying, 
and to die by faiti ; Ianſwcre, 
that wee mult not onely Cic and 
bee {ſaued, bur atfo line in this 
world by ovr faith.
